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3 . A hair cosmetic composition comprising the amine 
compound (I) as claimed in claim 1 and at least one acid 
selected from the group consisting of inorganic acids and 
organic acids . 

4. A hair cosmetic composition comprising the amine 
compound (I) as claimed in claim 1 and an alcohol having 10 
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to 30 carbon atoms. 

5. A hair cosmetic composition comprising the amine 
compound (I) as claimed in claim 1, at least one acid selected 
from the group consisting of inorganic acids and organic 
acids and an alcohol having 10 to 30 carbon atoms, wherein 
the content of the amine compound (I) is 0.1 to 15% by weight, 
the content of the acid is 0.3 to 10 mol equivalents to the 
amine (I) and the content of alcohol having 10 to 30 carbon 
atoms is 0.5 to 15% by weight. 

6. A method of producing the amine compound (I) as claimed 
in claim 1, comprising reacting a primary amine represented 
by the formula (II) with an aminocarboxylic acid represented 
by the formula (III) to run amidation:

9. The method according to claim 6, wherein the 
aminocarboxylic acid represented by the formula (III) is 
obtained by adding an acid to an alkali metal salt of the 
aminocarboxylic acid . 

10. The method according to claim 6, wherein 
water and solid-liquid separation are carried 
amidation .

14. A surfactant comprising the amine, the salt or the 
quaternary ammonium salt as claimed in claim 11. 

15. Use of the amine compound (I) as defined in claim 1 for 
cosmetic material. 
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
